AN OLD ORDER PASSES. 
There used to be max im in this country to 
the effect that it is just three generations from 
shirtsleev es to shirtsleev es. 
In other words, it was taken for granted that 
a family , as a unit, would not remain in p osses­ 
sion of wealth v ery long. 
One man would rise 
from p ov erty to riches, and his son might keep 
things going; but the grandson brought up to a 
life of ease and lux ury , would be unable to handle 
business affairs and would either wraste or lose 
'th e estate 
and return 
to the 
p ov erty of his 
ancestors. 
For a number of y ears that max im was more 
or less grounded on fact. 
For a long time it was 
the ex cep tion, and not the rule, when the son of 
a rich man went on to fill his father’s p lace 
cap ably . 
Most of our leaders in business and 
industry had come up through the ranks. 
Probably it was for this, reason that Ameri­ 
cans nev er had any great fear of the wealthy 
class. 
The class 
was 
not fix ed. 
There was 
nothing hereditary about it. 
Any one with abili­ 
ty and luck could join it; those already in it 
were not ap t to stay there v ery long. 
The old 
theory that men should be born equal in this 
country was p retty well borne out by the facts. 
But there are signs that the old order is 
changing. 
To begin with, idleness is not p op ular among 
the wealthy any more. The sons of rich men are 
going to work. 
Jim Hill's grandsons are work­ 
ing their way up from the bottom in the railroad 
business. Col. Robert W. Stewart’s sons are de- 
ing the same thing in the oil business. Ev ery ­ 
where, rich men are imp ressing on their sons 
that desp ite their money they must school them ­ 
selv es to take their p laces in the workaday world. 
This, of course, is an ex celllent thing. 
But it 
may end the old shirtsleev es-to-shirtsleev es bus­ 
iness. 
It may make wealth self-p erp etuating. 
In a few more generations we may hav e a “rul­ 
ing class,” comp osed of the descendants of those 
who founded great fortunes, trained from y outh 
to keep and add to what they hav e. 
To be sure, op p ortunity undoubtedly will al­ 
way s be op en to the table. 
But we might as well 
admit that we are p assing the p ioneer stage. Our 
society is beginning to stratify . 


LINDY WILL FLY.
